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THE HISTORIC SHOVEL— 
THE TREE PLANTING 


Senorita Carmen M. Villarini brought with her to 
America from Porto Rico, to the Luther League Con- 
vention, the shovel that was used to break ground for 
the Training School at Monte Flores, which is now 
under construction. The shovel, which is an ordinary 
one used by laborers handling earth, achieved fame 
through its use to break ground for the new building. 
The shovel was used to plant an American elm tree in 
the churchyard of Trinity Church as a commemoration 
of the historic and the great convention of the Luther 
League. Rev. Hermann F. Miller, paster of Trinity 
congregation, conducted a brief service after which Mr. 
George M. Jones, Esq., of Reading, and a member of 
Trinity congregation, accepted the tree in behalf of the 
congregation and spoke of the historic surroundings. 
Those persons who used the spade in connection with 
the tree planting were: Carmen Villarini, Junior Secre- 
tary of Porto Rico; Clarence C. Dittmer, President of 
the Luther League of America; Herbert W. Fischer, 
newly-elected President; Dean May Scherer, Missionary 
Secretary; Baron von Kirchbach, Representative of the 
German Youth Movement; Gali Ratnam, of India; Paul 
M. Kinports, Executive Secretary; Dr. F. F. Fry, Exec- 
utive Secretary of the Board of American Missions; 
Luther C. Schmehl, Chairman of the Reading Conven- 
tion Committee; Musser D. White, Missionary Secre- 
tary of Pennsylvania; John George Kurzenknabe, Chair- 
man of the Ways and Means Committee, and many of 
the other officers and members of the League took 
turns in using the shovel and placing earth about the 
tree with the prayer of faith that it may grow, that in 
years it may stand as a memorial to the hands clasped 
by the Luther Leaguers and the missionary work in 
Porto Rico for the extension of God’s Kingdom.

He expressed his sincere appreciation of the privilege of com ng 
into contact with “such a remarkable and representative gathering 
of American Lutherans,” and told them his desire that he may 
learn from the American Lutheran Church. ‘The earnestness and 
thoroughness with which you build your organization and the at- 
mosphere and spirit in which the common problems of the State 
and society and church are approached.” 

“There are questions of modern art, in building, printing, music, 
painting and social activity in times of universal distress which the 
Lutheran Church has a very distinct contribution to make. In 
Germany there is a new thrill of positiveness and reality in faith, 
and I believe it is the Christian who can best interpret that spirit 
to the masses. It is to us that the Church must gird herself to make 
her impression on the present situation.” 

Baron Arndt von Kirchbach declared that the new antagonist 
of the Church is the movement, of which the Soviet is the chief 
exponent, toward a civilization without God. He points out that 
this is an active movement against which there are no barriers, 
because they use not alone the printing press, but the wireless. 

“However, it is unkind to fight only the Russian spirit, for 
it is not alone among the working men that you will find’ this 
spirit, but go through intellectual, official and social quarters, and 
you will find that God has practically disappeared from men’s 
thinking and living. But remember that this enemy of godless 
life, finds its best ally in the indecision and half-heartedness of many 
so-called Christians. So you see it is among us also, excitingly near 
to our own hearts.” 

Baron Arndt von Kirchbach thinks that anti-Christ is personi- 
fied in this godless propaganda. fr>m no matter what source it 
may come. He declared that the Lutheran Church is well fitted 
to oppose this godless movement. because it has the deepest knowl- 
edge of sin, the deepest knowledge of redemption and the deepest 
dependence upon God. 

Referring to the downfall of the Russian Church, and the re- 
ligious disturbances in Italy. and Spain, he reminded his hearers 
that “The form of a church can never guarantee the workine at 
the Holy Spirit, and that these and other situations make clearer 
to unjversal reality of sin.” 

“The very term, ‘Russian experiment,’ shows that while they 
have a conviction that their way must be right, they are not quite 
sure. We have the knowledge that Christianity is right, but this 
proof you must get in your own life. 

“The Russian experiment is based on the theorv that man can 
do all things, because he is a man. Christian teaching and living 
declares that man can do things through Christ who strengthens 
him. This Christian knowledge is no inferiority complex, but a 
conquering superiority complex. 
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“We Lutherans are a waiting people—waiting for the eee 
of Christ to come. Neither prohibition or democracy or eee 
the Kingdom of God, we may enjoy any of these eee ie 
will want to give them to the large number of our fellow fete 
but we are not fixing our hope of universal redemption upon them. 


Times of depression, unrest and hardship are not so much bee 
ite evidence of the last time as they are encouragements to. Uhris- 
tians to value the lasting things more highly. God speaks 2 us 
in the daily tasks He gives us, in the claim of our sur oundee 
in the special duties of family, profession and nation. _ Faith in ee 
advent of Christ is not to make us despise daily work, but on :

The Baron closed his impassioned address with an earnest plea 
for the enlargement of unity of action by the Lutherans of the 
world, which has been begun through the Lutheran World Con- 
vention. This movement has held two World Conferences since the 
war, one at Eisenach, and the other in Copenhagen in 1929, and now 
has its headquarters in New York City, with Rev. Dr. John Moore- 
head as the Executive Director.

EXCERPTS FROM ADDRESS OF 
REV. FREDERICK H. KNUBEL, D.D., LL.D., 
PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH 


Dr. Knubel said that three realities were before him as he 
spoke—the Church whose greeting he is bringing, the nation whose 
birthday. we are celebrating, and the hosts of youth represented 
before him who hold the future of both the Church and the nation. 
“My appeal,” he said, “is for the loyalty of youth to the Church 
and to the nation. The two loyalties are inseparable. The true 
Christian is the true and only patriot.’ 


To prove this assertion he called attention to the fact that 
Jesus was an enthusiastic patriot. We properly regard Jesus as 
the world’s Man, with the whole of humanity in His heart. It is, 
however, a great mistake if we fail to note His devotion to His own 
nation. At some of the periods when He was uttering the most uni- 
versal thruths He definitely upheld the peculiar glory of the Jew- 
ish nation. 


The center of the patriotism of Jesus was His recognition of 
God in His nation’s life. - This is ever the heart of genuine patriot- 
ism. The atheist cannot be a full patriot, and the spread of atheism, 
of godless communism in our land undermines the foundations of 
our country’s existence. It is a satisfaction to note that the great 
circles of influence in our land stand resolutely against the intro- 
duction from Russia or from any other source of atheistic ideas. 
The circles of education, of statesmanship, and of labor in America 
enter into the call for the recognition of God in America’s life. 
This fact, however. that such a recognition of God is essential to 
patriotism reveals the truth that loyalty to the Church and loyalty 
to the nation are in this respect one_and the same thing. The 
Church is essential to America’s life. Let youth glorify them both 
in its heart. 


The recognition of God means the recognition of the idea of 
mercy. God’s presence in the world as it is must be a revelation 
of mercy. Our true joy in America must not be manifested by 
pride over her possessions, but by our recognition of the undeserved 
mercies we have received and by our readiness to be merciful to- 
wards the needs of all nations. God is in their life also. The 
recent suggestion of President Hoover for a postponement of the 
payment of international debts is fundamentally an act of mercy. 


To recognize God is to recognize also the idea of steadiness, of 
persistency. He is the same yesterday, today, and forever. Loyalty 
to the Church and nation must be clear not only on great religious 
and _ national holidays, but in the steadiness of daily life. Not the 
kissing of the flag and the cheering of it constitute patriotism, but 
daily nobility and obedience to law and adherence to our national 
ideals.

He is the churchman 
and the patriot who is not asking what he can get from the Church 
and the nation, but what he can give to them both. 


This, then, is a day when the idealism of youth must see anew 
the unseen, and in the reality of Jesus Christ must be sure of the 
mercy and steadiness and unselfishness of God. Then loyalty to 
Church and to nation will abound. »

Our country and 
her youth need motive power for the adventures of righteous living.

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THE PREFACE OF THE REPORT OF THE 
EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


To Members of the Executive Committee: 


At your meeting held in Philadelphia, January 13, 
1931, you elected me to become the General Secretary 
of the Luther League of America. In doing this you 
have honored me with one of the highest gifts of the 
Church at your command. In accepting the call ex- 
tended to me, I have recognized the call of God through 
the youth of the Church to this important office in our 
beloved Luther League and in the United Lutheran 
Church. I feel deeply the responsibility of this office 
and with the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ and the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit, I shall do my best and all 
within my power to promote the interests of the Luther 
League, that the program which the League presents 
may be educational in furthering the life of the church 
and aiding the youth to become more consecrated in 
their life to the service of our Lord. 

I assumed the office of General Secretary on May 
1, 1931. These two months have been the busiest two 
months in my ministry. Each day and the greater part 
of the night were spent in familiarizing myself with the 
work of the office, the materials at our disposal for the 
furtherance of our program, reading minutes, writing 
topics, etc. In connection with the work at Head- 
quarters, the work of the field called us to attend the 
meetings of the Allegheny Synod and Ministerium of 
Pennsylvania; the conventions of the New York State 
League; the Philadelphia and Brooklyn Districts; a 
Branch Rally and a Branch Devotional Service of the 
Philadelphia District; made three trips to Reading to 
confer with the Reading Convention Committee and 
assisted in the organization of three new Leagues. 


I wish to note for the records the splendid co- 
operation of those who serve with me in. Headquarters. 
Mr. Wolf, Miss Mehlhouse, Mrs. Herwig and Miss 
Franz. They have been most considerate of our position 
as a novice in this office and have given their kind 
assistance, have shown a fine Christian spirit toward 
who needed their co-operation. To President 
Dittmer and our most gracious Chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, John George Kurzenknabe, I 
express my sincere and heartfelt thanks for their efh- 
cient and willing assistance. I wish also to express my 
deep appreciation to Mr. Harry Hodges for his kind 
advice and assistance in the many problems confronting 
me since I have assumed my office.

CARMEN VILLARINI’S ADDRESS 


(Editor’s Note: Miss Villarini was present as the official dele- 
gate from Porto Rico.) 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 

It is indeed a great privilege for me to be among you and 
still more so to address you to-night. : 

It is not my intention to make a speech. I am only going to 
give you a brief summary of a few things I consider of interest 
about our mission field. This paper makes no pretense at being 
a complete presentation of the work of the Lutheran Church in 
Porto Rico. It is merely a rough pencil sketch dashed off in bold 
and heavy strokes, merely to emphasize the prominent and out- 
standing features of a work that has been years in_ the making. 

The native of Spain and more properly of Castille, from all 
points of view is the entity genuinely representative of the Porto 
Rican people. Therefore the fundamental ethical element’ of the 
Island’s society is Castillian. Besides, the Island experienced the 
splendid results of considerable immigration composed of noble, well 
educated, moneyed families, which contributed notably towards the 
financial, intellectual, agricultural, and social development of the 
country. f 2 

As regards class or quality (to use the proper though unfashion- 
able technical expression) we must remember that almost all the 
conquerors and settlers were Hidalgos (noble gentlemen) as were all 
the conquerors of America, this being the only class capable of ~ 
carrying out the military, political, purposes of the conquest and 
population of the new lands. 

As to the other races living with the whites in Porto Rico I 
must give the following facts. The Indian population found in Porto 
Rico could have in no manner exceeded 7,000 or 8,000. This number 
was reduced by war, emigration, and especially by epidemic diseases 
appearing among them, prominent among which was smallpox. By 
reason of their ignorance of the malady a terrible mortality ensued, 
and the Indian population became exceedingly small; but they were 
not wholly eliminated. There were left therefore a sufficient number 
to allow this extremely interesting race to live, theirs being the best 
title to the soil of the land. 

Even today full-blooded specimens are not rare and in exchange 
for the Indians quasi extinction as a pure race they have multiplied 
extraordinarily by mixing with the white race, the result being that 
caste of peasants (jibaros) possessing a pallid white skin, strong wiry 
hair, high cheek bones, thick lips and a large fleshy mouth, which 
shows clearly the mixture of the conqueror and the conquered. 

I must state that in speaking of the jibaro with an admixture 
of Indian blood, this should not be understood of all jibaros. On 
the contrary, the great majority of them are pure white. 

As_to the negroes, the other race living with the whites in 
Porto Rico; their African origin and how they were brought to 
the island as slaves from the coast of Guinea, where they were 
already in slavery, are things well known to all, but I should add 
that the pure black race has not multiplied in Porto Rico. Its 
number has been stationary with a tendency to diminish. This has 
not been because of virtual lack of prolific power, but because of 
incessant crossing with the mixed types, and even with the whites 
themselves, in the blacks aspiration for racial improvement, This 
fact makes the black race numerically inferior to the advantage of 
the mixed race, the number of whose members grows larger every 
day since to its own offspring are added the mulattoes produced by 
the inevitable contact of certain members of the two pure races. 

; Summarizing this point I should say that three pure races and 
their crosses live in Porto Rico, but the proportion of the pure 
white race as compared with the entire population is considerable 
and grows larger each day, it being noticeable that such sections of 
the island as are totally or almost exclusively inhabited by whites are 
the most prolific, and constantly produce an excess of population. 
This is true to Such an extent that from such sections there is a 
continuous migration to other regions 
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Thus we have that at the time of the American invasion these 
were the ethical conditions existing. The culture and civilization of 
the conquerors and colonizers had been absorbed by the people; the 
400 years of Spanish domination has left the Spanish influence 
everywhere in buildings, bridges, roadways, the plaza about which 
éach town is built, the churches and the people themselves. Spanish 
is the native tongue of the people, the traditions are Spanish as are 
the customs. 

Soon after the American occupation marked changes were 
noticed and the people began to absorb the American culture to 
advantage, since two high cultures made of the Porto Ricans a people 
easy to educate on new principles and ideals. Since 1917 we are 
American citizens and against the established scheme of centuries 
a Northern modernizing influence has projected itself, the best ex- 
ternal evidence being the public school. 

As to religion a great majority of the Porto Ricans are 
Roman Catholics by tradition but not in the practice, that is they 
called themselves Catholics, but never or very seldom attend church 
or care about religious affairs. So the work of the Protestant Church 
has centered among the children and young people. Parents being 
indifferent they send their children where they see they would be 
better cared for. 

The young people find in the Protestant Churches the friendship 
of well-educated ministers, the opportunity for socialization, as they 
become members of the various clubs and Associations of the Church, 
and more so they are attracted by the democratic, simple and truly 
religious which i 


_ Spirit, exists in our churches, and which is a 
characteristic of youth, the. seeking of the religious truth. This 
religious condition favors missionary work among children. Entire 


familes have been added to the church through the work with the 
children. Girls who were pupils in our Kindergarten are now 
Kindergarten Student Teachers. 

The first missionaries started their work among the poorest 
classes and for many years the churches were supported. This is 
the reason why our churches are poor and so dependent. Gradually 
ee eas jmerent social ranks are becoming members and the 
influence 1s telt. 

Religion is what youth needs most, it is the powerful arm 
that brings all victories and I am sure that the youth of Porto Rico 
will answer the call and will see in Monte Flores a bright torch 
that will show them your pure and aoble hearts and light their 
way to Jesus Christ our Saviour. 

May He ever bless you and those that inspire you with such 
noble deeds and may this Convention prove all you have hoped. 

It makes me feel very glad to be among you this day. It all 
seems to me like a very pleasant dream from which I have not yet 
awakened. It thrills me to realize that I am before such a large and 
selected group, representing Porto Rico. Never in my 12 or 15 
years as a member of the Luther League did I think of this honor, 
and as far as I know this is the first time Porto Rico is represented 
in a Convention of this kind. 

The fact uas a great significance, it means that your interest 
in the affairs of the Island has surpassed this year. It means that 
you are thinking of us more and more and it means that your ef- 
forts are not in vain, that they have an echo which resounds deeply 
among your friends across the seas. \ ; 

You have made the Training School in Porto Rico your main 
objective for this year and this gives me the opportunity of con- 
veying to you the most hearty congratulations from the Leaguers in 
Porto Rico for the excellent outcome of the campaign and at the 
same time thank you all for the gift, which is a monument to per- 
severance, self-sacrifice and love. : : 

If all the members of the Luther League in Porto Rico could 
have the chance of attending meetings like this they would certainly 
be inspired, they would realize how strong our association is and 
how proud we ought to be to be counted among its members. 

When I think of the obligation you, the young people of 
the Church have assumed, it comes to my mind the noble figure 
of St. Paul spreading the Lord’s Gospel to the Gentiles and_ suffer- 
ing untold persecutions and pains. This is what you are doing— 
spreading the seeds of religion among the youth who _ constitute the 
strength of a nation. Like him—glad to do it, confident that you 
are with the Lord and like him—hoping that the seeds may grow and 
bear fruits that will speak to the world of your deeds. 

In nearly all the churches of our mission the number of people 
that need help is considerable. Missionaries are often bored by the 
lack of means to help these people. They call on the pastors and 
missionaries for nearly every thing they need, milk for the baby, 
shoes for the children attending the Kindergarten, clothes for the 
family, medicines and what not. F 

Missionaries have very limited charity resources and very often 
they give out part of their own salary. 

As preparation fer the seedling that annually embarks on the 
educational course, four Kindergartens are maintained by the mission, 
primarily to keep the little tots from the streets, and to feed them 
their rudimentary education in mild and palatable doses. All these 
children attend Sunday Schcol as that is required from parents at 
the time they are enrolled. In the main the children attending come 
from poor and abandoned sectors of the cities. This is especially true 
in Sion Kindergarten in Bayamon and in Puerta de Tierra. In two 
of the Kindergartens (Sion and Holy Trinity) a lunch consisting 
of a cup of milk and a cracker is served to all the children. This 
was made possible by the kindness of some friends of the Pastor. 
In the other two, the children bring their lunch but most of them 
bring so little and unhealthy food that the number of the under- 
weights is comparatively large. ' : 

Native missionaries who have no friends in the States tell of 
their experiences when visiting the poor families of the Congrega- 
tion, for it is hard for them to visit a home and know that besides 
the need of the spiritual help these people need the material help of 
clothing, medical treatment and food. ; 

Our mission has progressed a great deal in the last few years. 
Most of the church buildings and parish houses have been re- 
constructed or repaired and two new chapels were built recently. 
The ecclesiastical ceremonies are carried out more regularly, the 
sacraments are administered and the poor, the sick and dying are 


eared for, receiving nct only spiritual aid but also the very material 
assistance, 
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_ Within the Parishes are several societies with direct spiritual 
objects. However, the material side, care for the sick members and 
aid in time of distress is not forgotten. 

_ In Puerta de Tierra for example, the minister’s wife has charge 
of the Calado work, that is the making of fancy works, most of it 
is done by members of the Ladies Society who find in that a 
means of helping themselevs to earn their family living. In 
Bayamon, Trinity Church has organized a Library and the people of 
the community are receiving the benefit of such an institution. 
Books were obtained from members of the Church, prominent people 
of the Island and residents of the town belonging to other Churches. 

All the churches have Luther Leagues. In some married people 
are admitted. Six Junior Leagues are functioning and Intermediate 
Leagues are organized in some churches. Besides in all the Churches 
where a Kindergarten is established, a Parent Teachers Association is 
functioning succesfully, their aim being to raise funds to help the 
poor children and to keep home and school in better contact. 
Recently the Ministers, wives and the heads of Departments of the 
field started an association named Catherine von Bora. It is function- 
ing very succesfully. 

There is much more organization in our Churches now. A 
council helps the Pastor solve the local affairs of the church and 
work for its betterment. Institutes for Sunday Schoo] Teachers are 
held every year and Vacation Bible Schools are open during the 
Summer. 

Our churches and societies have need of better equipment, and 
the need especially for the Societies of literary material in Spanish 
is great. 

To itemize all these activities will require a book, and that is 
beyond. me at present. I submit this data, with a view that it may 
prove interesting to some who perhaps never had the opportunity 
to know the facts of the case.

Be It Resolved, That this Nineteenth Biennial Convention of 
the Luther League of America make declaration of its sincere appre- 
ciation of the visit and message of Baron Arndt von Kirchbach; and 


Resolved, That we ask our distinguished guest from overseas to 
convey and to express to the organization of which he has the 
honor and distinction of being its President, the sincere cordial 
greetings of the Luther League of America, representing 51,000 youth 
in United Lutheran Church in America, congregations scattered in 
the United States and Canada, in Porto Rico, in British Guiana, in 
the Argentine, and in India; and be it : 


Further Resolved, That we extend with most urgent Christian 
cordiality an invitation to the Lutheran Youth Movement of Saxony 
to send an official representative to the next Biennial Convention 
of the Luther League of America in Detroit, Michigan, U. S. A., 
in the year 1933, in the hope that through such additional inter- 
change of goodwill and Christian fellowship there may eventuate 
the organization of a World Lutheran Youth Convention.

(Editor’s Note: For the benefit of those who had to leave the 
Convention early, the following addresses were taken in shorthand,

We had another book to put 
them in, but it was too small to hold them, so we had to secure 
another that was larger at the last minute and it is with the appre- 
ciation of the Luther Leaguers of America that we bring this book 
to you. In it you will find the many, many names of your friends. 
When you are tired from a day of hard work, you can go to your 
study, reach in the bookcase for this book, seat yourself in the old 
armchair, grab an apple, prop your feet on the radiator, turn the 
radio to “Let the Rest of the World Go By” and in peace and con- 
tentment read what your friends have so lovingly written you. It 
will bring back many fond memories of the times you have spent 
with them. We know you will have lots of fun from it. If I may 
say it myself, I have read the book as it was being prepared—from 
cover to cover, and want to assure you that the sincere words 
written therein, are but a little of the true love we have for you, 
Uncle Amos, and it is with a heart just full of joy that I present 
to you this book in the name and with the love of the Luther 
Leaguers throughout America. The precious book was handed over. 
In accepting the book ‘Uncle 
Amos” said: I appreciate this 
book more than words can ex- 
press. Before I say any more 
about this book, I want to say 
that the comradeship of John 
George has been a real pleasure in 
my work. 

This book will be treasured for 
many reasons, treasured because 
it contains signatures, and as I 
read them JI* will recall manv. 
many pleasant meetings that have 
been held with the Luther 
Leaguers in all my work. Signa- 
tures represent people. They are 
symbols of people and their pos- 
essions. A signature is a pledge 
that can never be taken back and 
so I find in this book the pledge 
of the Luther Leaguers to the 
Lutheran Church. <A pledge not 
alone of friendship, not alone of 
comradeship, but a pledge to the 
future of the Luther League of 
America. I am so glad these gifts 
are going into the treasury of the 
Luther League of America, and as 
I read over these signatures, I will 
think of the good these funds are 
doing and thank God that they 
are helping the future of the Lu- 
theran Church. It is also a pledge 
for the future support of your new 
administration. As I read every 
friend’s signature, I read with 
great joy, not alone friendship and 
support in my work, but their 
loyal support of Rev. Paul M. 
Kinports, and I lay down my work 
with satisfaction that it will be well taken care of. JI know you 
shall be willing to give and give again of time, talents and money, 
that this great movement shall go on and the youth of the church 
shall be bound together for greater service, which is your pledge 
to the Master. 

My prayers go on for each and every one of you. May we 
renew our pledge for a greater service and respond as the voice of 
the Christ speaks and may we answer, ‘“‘Here am I, use me.”

JI want to ask that you go home 
to your Leagues and to your Churches, be loyal to the pastors of 
your congregation, be loyal to the program of that congregation 
and make your League program fit into the life of your congrega- 
tion and to the larger task of the church of which you are a part. 

May God’s richest blessing go with you and may you feel the 
blessings of Him every day as you travel the road, the highway 
of life. May you continue to go and do the work and serve the 
way He would want you to. 

Our program will be developed from time to time for you to 
carry on. We know we are following in the footsteps of one who 
has striven hard to bring to the Luther Leaguers the education 
necessary in the life of the youth of our church. We shall strive 
with all our hearts to continue this great work left for us to do. 
We ask your hearty co-operation and we know we shall have your 
prayers. We ask this loyalty to the program of the Luther League 
and to the great church to which we belong. 

As we think of Christ, may we follow Him and do His will, 
that our lives may be a fine examnle unto others, that we may show 
them the way to Him who saves from sin. God bless every one 
and may His Holy Spirit guide you into a truer consecrated Chris- 
tian life. God grant His blessings as you travel to your home and 
may His Spirit be with you always.”

THE JUNIOR EXHIBIT 


“Marvelous!” This seemed to be the favorite adjective which 
the delegates used when they first glimpsed the Exhibit arranged 
by the Juniors. The Junior Secretary heard it on every side. Dr. 
Bieber came in and his comment was, “Well! This is Fairyland!” 
__ Suggestions of every sort for work which the Juniors can do, 
either to illustrate the Junior Topics or to help others in orphan 
home or mission station were on every side. One large room was 
filled and the Exhibit ‘overflowed into another room. 

Two large banners made by the Juniors in India greeted one at 
either door. A large booth filled with most attractive articles, native 
hand work, curios, sewing, etc., from our Porto Rico Juniors was 
most graciously presided over by Miss Villarini. 

A missionary exhibit from New York contained many mission- 
ary villages, maps, scrapbooks, and_an outstanding set of posters, 
thirty-four in number, showing the Boards of our, United Lutheran 
Chuch and the work each is doing. 

A large wooden Luther League emblem in colors, made by a ten 
year old Junior from St. John’s, Kutztown, Pa., and large white 
arbors filled with flowers made by the same Juniors; wooden Bible 
Bookcases, filled with the 66 books of the Bible, from Advent, New 
York City, and Galveston, Texas, Juniors; oil cloth maps of our 
mission stations decorated with the products of the countries. 
Reading Course Posters and Calendar Posters from the Erie District 
Juniors; a model of Solomon’s Temple and the Christmas Manger 
Scene, both carved from Ivory Soap, by the Alsace Juniors. 

A set of handmade missionary flags from Texas; a large 
Sheepfold made by the Little Leaguers of Grace, Reading, while 
studying the Twenty Third Psalm; Japanese, Hindu and African 
Villages, from Alsace Juniors; a Luther League quilt from St. 
John’s, Mohnton, Pa., and another quilt from -Peace, Riverside; a 
unique flag made from colored paper rings from Hope, Reading; a 
set of handpainted cards on the Children of the Bible, from the 
Orphan Home at Zelienople, Pa.; material for social activities from 
Johnstown District; sewing and colored Bible story pictures from 
Canada Juniors—these are just a few of the many outstanding 
things which greeted the eye. 

A large Orange Chart with the Juniors’ pictures on the oranges 
came from California. A large hasket of Georgia peaches headed 
Georgia Juniors’ display which included a fine array of colored cards. 

Connecticut sent some _ posters. lilinois ‘sent an array of 
sample invitations. Indiana’s contribution was a fine exhibit of 
Sewing, and Iowa had books of the Bible charts. 

Maryland’s display included some fine silhouette posters of 
Alaskan and Dutch children, excellent Scrap books on Church Sym- 


bols, Indian, Immigrant, Jewish and other work of our Board of 
American Missions, built up Bible and Missionary Posters, and 
Booklets. 


Michigan had an exhibit of ‘Little Leaguer’s’” work; Nebraska 
sent Attendance and Birthday Rolls; North Carolina, Posters; Ohic 
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had a noteworthy display of posters and scrapbooks on the five 
fold program of the Junior League, including posters on the Life 
of Christ, our Church and its work, an array of Luther Booklets, 
posters and invitations, and posters showing the various phases of 
Junior League activities. 

New Jersey’s display was one of the most outstanding. <A large 
booth was given over to them with a display of Japan. Cherry 
blossoms, lanterns and parasols decorated the booth in which was 
displayed posters, scrapbooks and invitations on Japan, curios, 
loaned by Rev. Fred Heins, books from the Literature Headquarters 
on Japan, a Japanese Village, Japanese flags, and a large Japanese 
Garden, made by the: New Jersey Juniors. These Juniors are all 
ready for our new objective! 

Pennsylvania’s exhibit included about everything! Aeroplanes 
and a fine collection of sewing from the York District, Twelve Point 
Program charts from the Altoona District, missionary posters from 
the B-M-C District, Catechism posters from Philadelphia, scrap- 
books and posters scattered throughout the room, were among the 
work not already mentioned from Pennsylvania. 

A-unique display was arranged in one of the large department 
store windows to advertise the convention, and in this a splendid 
collection of articles selected from the Junior Exhibit, as well as 
Intermediates and Seniors, attracted much attention. 

At the Junior ~Rally on Sunday five ribbons for excellent

JUNIOR DISCUSSION GROUPS 


The Junior Leaders met on Friday afternoon under the leader- 
ship of Miss Mehlhouse and discussed ‘‘Material.’’ Their chief find- 
ing was that there is so much material available that a choice must 
be made, not all can be used. It was also stressed that more 
important than material, more vital than even methods, is the 
Child, and our aim is to strive to develop in the Juniors a Christian 
character and to lead them to know the Christ. 

Mrs. Whiteleather, Ohio Junior Secretary, spoke on State 
Institutes and how to plan; Miss Helen Wenzel, on Missionary 
Material; Sister Alma Boarts, of Ohio, on Bible Material; Mrs. 
Charles Heffnerm, of Berks District, on the Reading Courses, and 
Church and Luther material was considered. 

On Monday Morning, under the able guidance of Miss Emma 
Gusky, “‘Methods’’ were considered. Miss Gusky splendidly led in 
telling how the meeting should be conducted, how to use the topics, 
how to teach the Juniors to pray, how to secure daily Bible Read- 
ing, and other vital parts of the Junior program. She was ade- 
quately assisted by some of the Junior workers. 

The Juniors themselves were assembled in their own groups 
under the direction of Mr. Charles W. Fuhr, on Friday, who led 
them in a discussion of the work of each Junior officer, and presented 
the plan of a training class for the Juniors. On Monday Miss Ida 
Blomquist was their leader, and they considered how to best use 
the Junior Topics, the Reading Course and Twelve Point Program. 

Though the time went so rapidly that all would have liked more 
in these groups, the mutual exchange of ideas was most profitable 


to all.

With gaily streaming banners, with colorful decorations, capes, 
shoulder bands, arm bands, streamers, Japanese parasols, scarfs, and 
every sort of decoration in the Luther League colors, the Juniors 
presented a bright and lively picture before Grace Church on Sunday 
afternoon, as the photographer lined them up to get a snap. 

Over a thousand crowded the church to see them in action and 
hear the interesting program they had arranged. ‘The Kindergarten 
Orchestra of Alsace Junior League rendered a number of fine selec- 
tions as the audience was assembling. 

Master Robert Steubner, of Hope, Reading, Junior Luther 
League, presided. An address of welcome was made by Master 
Stanley Fegley, and the response was given by Master Paul Miller 
Kinports, Jr., the son of the General Secretary. 

The audience joined in the singing of the Junior Convention 
Hymn, ‘Saviour, Like a Shepherd Lead Us.” 

Berks District Juniors then gave a demonstration of the wor of 
the Junior Department in a series of short exercises which vividly 
portrayed what the children are learning.

THE JUNIOR DEPARTMENT 


On Monday morning before the whole convention the Junior 
Department demonstrated its program. 

Master Stanley Fegley, of Grace, Reading, Junior League, 
presided. Standing before an~ improvised “mike”, he spoke in 
radio terms, broadcasting the program. 

“Savior Like a Shepherd Lead Us” was sung in opening. The 
Alsace Kindergarten Orchestra rendered a selection. 

Mr. Charles W,. Fuhr presented to the Luther League of 
America the insignia designed by a Pennsylvania Junior for 
the Junior Department. This is a large shield shaped design, 
with the Luther League emblem in the centre and the initials Jr. 
L. L. at the top of the design, and will be used hereafter in all the 
literature of the Junior Department. The Junior designing this 
insignia was introduced to the convention, and the same was 
accepted by the Junior Secretary. 

Jean Eyeler and Margaret Koehler, of Washington, D. C., 
uniquely demonstrated the meaning of some of our “Church 
Symbols”. With a large notebook in which were clearly shown in 
red some of the designs commonly used on the altar and chancel 
furnishings of our churches, they described the meaning and use of 
each. 

Emily Salzer, a Junior from New York, who two years in 
succession won prizes in the Essay Contest, spoke on the “Junior 
Reading Course’? and read one of her prize winning essays. 

A group of “Little Leaguers’” from Grace Junior League, 
Reading, in costume, led by Frances Kreisler, sang a missionary 
carol, “The World Children For Jesus”. Eskimo, Japanese, Indian 
and a little African girl joined in this unique chorus in rapid 
succession. 

The second part of the program was devoted to the Junior 
Secretary's report. Miss Mehlhouse reported-—614 registered Junior 
Leagues, 16,000 Juniors enrolled, 277 on Honor Roll, 76 Gold 
Star Leagues, $1,014.24 contributed to Porto Rico; $276.74 to 
South America, $1,134 to the Sustaining Membership, $25 a special 
gift at Christmas to India; $2,102.60 for local work, $1,146.56 
contributed for benevolence and $1,717.73 for special mission work; 
30 Leagues belonging to ‘‘Good Neighbor Club’’, 90 rallies held 
on “Nation Wide Junior Rally Day’’, 2 National, 4 state institutes 
held; 246 Leagues using the Topics; 254 the Program Packets; 292 
with Juniors as officers; 277 with Juniors taking part in the meet- 
ings; 233 public meetings held; 256 Leagues doing something for 
others: 2,723 Junior daily Bible readers, 211 Leagues taking their 
Juniors to conventions; 200 Leagues contributing to the Junior 
Objective; 167 using the Reading Course; 51 Leagues helping 
others and 161 special meetings at Easter; 44 helping others and 98 
special] programs at Thanksgiving; 72 helping others and 166 special 
programs at Christmas; 455 socials and 136 picnics; 150 Leagues 
helping their own church, giving to building fund, gown for pastor, 
pictures, etc; 94 Leagues doing some special Inner Mission work, 
cards and flowers to sick; scrapbooks and gifts to hospitals, gifts 
to orphan home, boxes to homes, ete: 36 Leagues doing special 
Home Mission work; helping our Jewish and Immigrant work, our 
Indian mission, boxes to mountain mission, etc; 43 report special 
foreign mission work, boxes to foreign mission stations, helping sup- 
port missionary, missionary programs, etc.; 205 Leagues reported 
handwork, as evidenced by the Junior exhibit; 198 Leagues reported 
special memory work, hearing of Bible verses, prayers, catechism, 
hymns, prayers, Creed, etc.; 104 use the Little Leaguers programs, 
79 promoted to Intermediate League; there were 65 Junior Mission 
Study Classes, 61 classes on ‘Martin of Mansfeld”; 3913 Juniors 
attended at least 20 church services a year. 

This cross-section view of the work of the Junior Department 
was given with the aid of forty or more Juniors, each of whom 
came to the platform bearing a large placard giving the figures. 

Miss Mehlhouse next announced the 41 Gold Star Leagues and 
presented the Certificates, which were accepted by Miss Dorothy 
Quier, of Trinity, Norristown, Pa. The State dolls from the Doll 
Show were next presented to the convention by a dozen or more 
little girls, and following this the “‘official’’ Junior family, the 
Kinports and Dittmer Juniors were introduced, The Wolf Juniors 
were unable to be present. The visiting Juniors from outside ot 
Pennsylvania were next presented, and Contributing Memberships 
were presented to these Juniors. ; 

Miss Mehlhouse’s “Junior League of Nations’? was next intro- 
duced—Mr. Norman Berner, who spoke on behalf of the Canada 
Juniors; from the Italian Junior League in Philadelphia, Catherine 
and Josephine Suppa; Dorothy Taylor, a little colored girl from the 
Junior League of the Settlement House in Philadelphia; Miss Flor- 
ence Singles, nurse of our Virginia Mountain Mission, who spoke 
for the two Junior Leagues at Whitetop, Virginia; greetings from the 
Virgin Islands and South America Junior Leaguers; greetings by 
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two Juniors for the Juniors of India, and a word from Rey. Fred 
Heins and two Juniors in Japanese attire, with the hope that some 
day we may have some Junior Leaguers in the Sunrise Kingdom. 

The presentation of a banner from Porto Rico to the Reading 
Juniors, passed on from the Omaha convention by Miss Thelma 
Wenk, Nebraska State Secretary, and accepted for the Reading 
Juniors by Dorothea Bittner, of St. John’s, Kutztown, closed the 
Junior Secretary’s report. 

The third part of the Junior Session presented some vital 
phases of Junior work. Miss Emma Gusky presented the work the 
Juniors are doing for others in her talk, ‘Doing for Others’. “We 
must study first’, Miss Gusky said. She explained the Junior 
Reading Course and then made the awards for the two years’ work 
in this Department. Honorable mention for a perfect record went 
to St. Luke’s, Springfield, Ohio, and Holy Trinity, Hollis, N. Y. 
Highest honors were captured for the best record by St. John’s, 
Mohnton, Pa., who secured 83 Juniors reading every book. ‘They 
were presented with a complete set of the new Reading Course books, 
and the other Leaguers received ‘Little Leaguers’’ courses. 

Twelve Juniors received Luther League pins for winning the 
‘ books in these

Courses. Alverda Hardenberg and Rose Ellen Marx, of St. Peter’s, 


Creston, Nebraska; Arlene Mohn, Elva Ruffner, Ada Price, and 
Edward Warren Price, of St. John’s, Mohnton, Pa., Emily Salzer and 
Ethel Merklen, of Hollis, N. Y.; Ada Margaret Kommel, _ ot 
Grace, Rochester, Pa.; Saida Waida and Arthur Spears, of Trinity, 
Victoria, Texas, and Evelyn Main, of Bethany, New York City. 

Miss Gusky said, ‘‘After studying we must do’—and then con- 
tinued by describing the work of our “Good Neighbor Club,’, where 
strong Junior Leagues adopt a mission League and send material for 
their work, and she concluded with a plea for more Juniors to join 
this Club. 

Miss Carmen Villarini, Porto Rico, was the next speaker, and 
she brought the greetings of the Porto Rico Juniors, told of the 
kindergartens there and their needs and the work of the Junior 
Leagues there, their meetings, the Junior Topics translated in 
Spanish, their rallies, etc. 

Miss Eva Stilz, of Philadelphia, writer of one of the week day 
school text books and a specialist in Primary work, next spoke, 
particularly emphasizing the work of the ‘‘Little Leaguers’. She 
dwelt on the ability of the children in these days and stressed the 
thought that we must keep pace with them and the latest develop- 
ments in religious education. ‘Are you meeting the challenge of 
the four year olds—the five year olds—the six year olds?” was 
Miss Stilz’s challenge. ‘“‘Are you caring for them in the Junior 
League? You have adequate and splendid material for them.” 

Mrs. Ralph Swavely, Pennsylvania’s Junior Secretary, next spoke 
on ‘Materials’. ‘There is more than enough on hand’’, Mrs. 
Swavely said in part. ‘‘We must use new methods in dealing with 
the children. Study the new plans in religious education. Study the 


new material. Study the Junior program and material. It is a 
challenge. You cannot afford to refuse this to the children—you 
dare not. It is the foundation of our Junior League work.” 


Rev. Ernest Hoh, of Pottstown, Pa., was the next speaker. He 
“Tt depends on how we say ‘“‘Those Boys’. If we say it 
with a sigh and have the attiude that they are a problem—a pro- 
blem they will be. If we say it hopefully with the thought that 
they are a great opportunity and consider them as such, we will have 
a great force in our Junior Leagues. Rev. Hoh then proceeded to 
outline some plans for the boys. 

The last speaker was Rey. Paul Heisey, Professor of Religious 
Education at Wittenberg College, Springfield, Ohio. Dr. Heisey was 
so pressed for time that his subject hardly received full considera- 
tion, but his thoughts on “Of Such Is the Kingdom of Heaven” em- 
phasizing the importance of the child, gave the delegates much food 
for thought.

Thoughts on the Topic 

Lessons on prayer occupied an important place in 
the teaching of Jesus. We find in the New Testament 
many passages of scripture where Jesus spoke to His 
disciples on the subject of prayer. He directed the dis- 
ciples’ attention to the necessity of prayer. Prayer is 
a necessity of spiritual life and all who earnestly try to 
pray soon feel the need of being taught how to pray. 
This need to know how to pray was evident with the 
disciples. Therefore: 

The Request 

One day Jesus was praying as was no doubt His 
custom every day to pray. One of the disciples, after 
hearing Jesus pray, came to Him and said, “Lord, teach 
us to pray as John also taught his disciples.’ From 
this we learn that the prayers of Jesus must have been 
irapressive. They made the disciples think of their own 
weakness in prayer life. This request was the appeal of 
the hearts which felt that they were not praying as they 
should or as well as they should. We also learn from 
this request of the disciples that Jesus besides praying 
alone, also prayed in the company of the disciples. We 
are also called upon to pray in the League meeting or 
when in company with others. So we, as the disciples, 
want to know how to pray better. As the disciples felt 
the need to know how to pray, so we often feel our need 
to know how better to express the desires of our hearts 
in public prayer. 

The Answer 

“He said unto them, when ye pray.” If the Lord 
Jesus needed to pray, how much more do we! He took 
time for prayer; we take so little. He spent a long time 
in prayer; we hurry through to get to the “Amen.” 
What loss there is in our lives because we do not take 
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time for prayer! Jesus not only says, “When ye pray” 
but He also says, “Pray ye!’’ Not only each one for 
himself; notice the command is in the plural, we must 
all pray together at times, as one great body of God’s 
children. Our prayers are also to be for all men. There- 
fore there is need to give more thought to our prayers. 

A pastor some time ago said that one of his mem- 
bers told him that the most tiresome part of the sery- 
ice was the general prayer at its close. It is only too 
true that our devotion sometimes lags at this point. The 
pastor does the praying and the congregation the listen- 
ing. We sometimes feel that it is the work of the pastor 
to do all the praying. Let us do the praying in our 
League meetings and not depend upon the pastor always 
for prayer. We should learn to pray and to learn to 


pray we go to our Lord for His answer to our request. 


The Lord’s Prayer—A Model Prayer 


The Lord’s Prayer contains an Introduction, Seven 
Petitions, and a Conclusion. Let us discuss these briefly. 


Introduction. “Our Father who art in Heaven.” 
God is our Father and we are His children through 
Christ our Saviour. He is our Heavenly Father. As a 
Father God loves every member of His family equally. 
Therefore we say “our” and not “my” Father. Heaven 
is the seat of God’s government, the region of holiness 
and enjoyment, the abode of the angels and the saints. 
In prayer we have to draw the heart away from all 
the material and created things, that we may converse 


with God in Heaven. 


First Petition. “Hallowed be Thy name.” In pray- 
ing this petition we ask that God not only hallow His 
own name, but cause it to be hallowed. We remind 
ourselves also of the shocking sin of a profane use of 
the mention of any of the names by which God is made 
known to us. 

Second Petition. “Thy kingdom come.” In this pe- 
tition we pray that Satan’s kingdom may be destroyed 
and the kingdom of grace and glory may be advanced. 
We also pray that the gospel may everywhere be 
preached, believed and obeyed, and that all men may 
yield themselves to Christ as their Saviour. 

Third Petition. ‘‘Thy will be done on earth as it is 
in heaven.” We pray that we may be made able and 
willing to submit to God’s will in all things. To sub- 
mit to all His dealings with us and suffer patiently 
when He lays a cross on us. May faith prompt us to 
say, “Thy will be done.” 

Fourth Petition. “Give us this day our daily 
bread.” We pray that we may receive a competent por- 
tion of the good things of this life and enjoy them with 
His blessing. That God is mindful of our wants and 
that we should look to Him for the needful supplies of 
each day and hour. 

Fifth Petition. “‘And forgive us our trespasses as 
we forgive those who trespass against us.’ We pray 
that for Christ’s sake all our sins may be pardoned, and 
that we may be enabled by God’s grace, from the heart 
to pardon others. That ill will, a spirit of revenge, or 
even a want of kind regard toward any of my fellow 
men, will justly stand in the way of my receiving par- 
don and love from our Heavenly Father. 

Sixth and Seventh Petitions. “Lead us not into 
temptation, but deliver us from evil.” We pray that God 
will either keep us from being tempted to sin, or sup- 
port and deliver us when we are tempted. That it is 


’ 
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our duty to keep out of any situation where we may be 
strongly tempted or inclined to violate God’s command. 

Conclusion. “For Thine is the kingdom and the 
power and the glory forever. Amen.” We pray all 
praise to God, ascribing all rule and power and glory 
to Him. The kingdoms of earth and their glory pass 
away; but the kingdom and power and glory endure 
evermore. 

To pray this prayer which Jesus taught us and to 
pray it aright requires that we see and grasp the mind, 
the meaning, the will of Christ in it. That we have an

The scripture lesson points out to us some import- 
ant events in the life of our Lord. These important 
events begin with His incarnation. These events reach 
through the intermediate period to the time of His ex- 
altation. Take away the divinity of Christ, His example, 
His teachings, His promises and the whole body of faith 
becomes cold and lifeless as a body from which the 
spirit has fled. 


Yes, there is some mystery involved in these facts. 
We cannot understand everything. It is impossible to 
comprehend. Our own finite minds cannot comprehend 
the mind of the infinite God. But it is the part of faith 
to take God at His word. Lutherans are taught to not 
reject these teachings because they do not understand 
them, but to accept them in faith and take God at His 
word. Wonderful beyond our thoughts are the manner 
and completeness and the glory of God’s redeeming love 
for the world. 


There are some practical lessons to be learned from 
our scripture selection. 1. It is our duty to believe and 
accept this wondrous redemption. Through His love for 
us, God pitied us, because we were lost to Him through 
sin. God then sent His Son, Jesus, as our Redeemer. 
He sent Jesus to save us from sin. 2. We owe a great 
debt of gratitude to Jesus, who bought us with His 
blood. All we have, all we are—our zeal, our worship, 
our praise, our faith, our love, any or all of these would 
be a poor method of attempting to repay the gift of 
our God. 


God Manifest In the Flesh—Incarnation 
When we want to know what God is, what God 
does, what God thinks, what God wishes, how God 
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governs the world, we have to look at Jesus Christ. 
Jesus is not only an historical character. He is a rey- 
elation. He shows God the Father to us. “He that 
hath seen me hath seen the Father.” We have seen 
more than Christ—the living, personal Christ, we have 
looked upon Jesus, and therefore we have looked upon 
God. God came down from heaven and was as a man 
among men. 
Justified In the Spirit 

The spirit of Jesus was troubled when, as Judas sat 
at the table with Him and He said, “Verily, verily, I 
say unto you, that one of you shall betray me.” It was 
in His spirit that Christ was affected when He saw all 
the evil in the world and the sin man was committing. 
He was moved with indignation in His spirit when He 
saw the hypocracy of the Jews. This spiritual part of 
the nature of Jesus while the sphere of His intense 
suffering, was also the sphere of His intense joy and 
satisfaction. 

Seen of Angels 

“And suddenly there was with the angels a multi- 
tude of the heavenly host praising God and saying, 
Glory to God in the Highest.” ‘‘Then the devil leaveth 
Him, and behold angels came and ministered unto Him.”

To get 
mental good out of school life, concentrate the mind on 
the subjects to be mastered, understand rather than 
memorize. 

The Christian Student 


The Christian student should remember the end for 
which he has been sent into the world. To serve God. 
To promote His glory. To save our souls and the souls 
of others. Paul tells Timothy he had great reason to 
bless God that from a child he had known the Holy 
Scriptures. We also have learned from the Holy Scrip- 
ture the things that will make us wise and prudent. In 
our school life let us remember some of these teach- 
ings. They are the fundamentals of our religion. Let 
us be assured that the foundation of God standeth sure. 
This will safeguard against teachings that tend to shake 
our Christian faith. The student to be a Christian in 
school ought to be: 

Dutiful 


Duty comes before pleasure, but pleasure—the high- 
est type of pleasure—is derived from doing one’s duty. 
There is a task, a challenge, a duty facing us. Before 
we attempt anything else, the task, the challenge, the 
duty must be met. In every walk of life—there are 
things we want to do and things we must do. That 
which we want to do must wait until that which we 
must do has been done. This is rather ideal but also 
practical. Practical because it is Christian. Christian 
because it is Christ-like. Christ put others first. He 
made the duty to His task paramount. “Knowledge is 
the hill that few may hope to climb; duty is the path 
that all may tread.” 

Maintain Health 


The reason that we as Christians should strive to 
maintain health in connection with our school life is 
that a healthy and strong body is acceptable to God. 
Our bodies are the temples of the Holy Ghost. Disease 
and sickness are sometimes brought about by our own 
carelessness or foolishness. The work that we are to 
do is sometimes hampered by having to give time to 
nursing our bodies. The body of a Christian should be 
clean. ‘“Cleaness of body was ever deemed to pro- 
ceed from due reverence to God.” 

Friendly 
must in this day and age learn to be more 
friendly. Friendship is like an echo. By that we mean 
that we get back what we give. We have stood at a 
distance from some high wooded hill and “hollered” 
and in a few seconds back-came the answer, the echo. 
Even so in friendships, if you are friendly toward 
others they will be friendly toward you. One of the 
greatest dangers confronting us today is in the choos- 
ing of friends. They must be selected with care. We 
must remember that our Christian life must be main-

good companions. You will be judged by others by 
the persons with whom you J Bindsmoiea 
feather flock together.”

The Apostle Paul Speaks to Us 

Dwell not overmuch, he says, on what you have ac- 
complished. Keep an eye always on the goal ahead. 
Whatever you have done in Luther League for the 
church and for the extension of God’s kingdom is trifling 
as compared with what remains to do. 

Let us view the attainments therefore not as a goal, 
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but as a fresh starting point. Not as a place to rest, 
but as a new vantage ground on the march, Let us use 
the positions that the Luther League has captured as a 
basis for further operations. 


A Sound Principle 


The sound principle of life is growth. It is the 
law of biology that one must grow to hye, Ite ts Ne 
rule of business that one must study the markets and 
develop one’s business to succeed. It is also a founda- 
tion of religion that one’s talents and attainments must 
be used, else they will be taken away. It is therefore 
necessary for the Luther League to grow that the tal- 
ents and consecrated service, time and money spent, 
work accomplished by those who gave their all to the 
work of the League, may not have been in vain and 
taken away, but success and development crown it all. 


Two Alternatives 


The temptation to rest. The call to advance. Every 
attainment brings with it an invitation to rest. There 
is always that temptation to withdraw from the strenu- 
ous activity of the League work and the numerous cares 
that an active Leaguer encounters in connection with 
his or her daily life. We often are tempted to retire to 
some quiet haven of rest. When our barns are filled 
with plenty, a voice ever whispers in our ear: “Soul, 
when thou hast much goods, take thine ease.’ Under 
some circumstances this may be permissible or neces- 
sary. So many times the voice of the tempter must be 
resisted, as we are able and ought-to carry on in the 
work so well accomplished. We so often take the 
world’s version of this message of the apostle: “Where- 
unto we have already attained, therefore let us rest;” 
instead of the apostle’s words: “Whereunto we have 
already attained, therein let us walk.” 

Over against this temptation to rest is the call to 
advance. Use your talents. Let your light shine, press 
on toward the goal. March forward from your attain- 
ments. Give your consecrated service to the advance- 
ment of our Luther League that we may continue to 
serve for those who are to be Leaguers in the future. 
It must always be remembered that all through history 
in music and art and poetry and religion there has been 
attainment. Remember also that where men attained in 
these arts new impulses and visions swept in upon their 
minds. From these vantage points they have gone forth 
again to scale the heights. 

The important question that we should ask on this 
Luther League Day is this: Are we yielding to the 
temptation to rest or are we accepting the challenge to 
advance? Upon this answer depends the future of the 
Luther League. 

Our Attainments 


The past history and attainments of the Luther 
League show a marked spiritual development in the 
lives of our young people. Many of our former Luther 
_Leaguers are now serving in the important offices and 
ministry of our church. Many of our former Leaguers 
are letting their Christian light shine in the business 
and social life of our country. Not every young people’s 
organization can boast such a heritage as ours and with 
so rich a past it would be strange indeed if we did not 
look back upon our attainments. Let us have a sense 
of deep satisfaction and perhaps pardonable pride.

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Our Challenge 


Our motto should be “Noblesse Oblige.” Our bless- 
ings, abilities, talents are given for service. Only by 
using them will we develop or even retain them. By - 
so doing the future history of the Luther League may 
even eclipse its past. That this is our fervent wish and 
hope we have no doubt. Let us yield ourselves to the 
guidance of God, catch something of His vision, get in 
line with His great purposes, determine at all costs to 
go boldly forward for the sake of the Kingdom of God.

September 6, 1931 
WHY GO TO SUNDAY SCHOOL? 
John 21:15-17 

About the time of the teen age the question is 
raised, “Why go to Sunday School?” Arguments 
against going are legion. Here are some of them: 
“Sunday School is for children.” “I’ve learned all there 
is to be learned at Sunday School.” “I don’t like so 
and so in my class.” “John Jones doesn’t have to go, 
why should I?” “I’m always too tired on Sunday morn- 
ings to go to Sunday School.” 


Don’t you think these are silly reasons for not go- 
ing to Sunday School? I can imagine that some of you 
snickered when these excuses were read. I don’t blame 
you in the least, because they are so. very ridiculous. 
In fact, any Christian youth with depth of character 
and sense of values would not be author of such weak 
statements, nor subscribe to them. 


Let’s suppose that you as a League group do sub- 
scribe to the above arguments against going to Sunday 
School, but that you attend regularly because you are 
required. With open minds then let us consider several 
reasons why you should go to Sunday School. After- 
wards debate the question: “By going to Sunday School 
I am aided better to live the Christian way of life.” 


1. The first argument to be considered in defense 
of going to Sunday School is that by so doing I learn 
to love my Lord more and more. The act of attending 
Sunday School and church is fellowshipping with Jesus, 
and the more we are in the company of Him the more 
we will come to love Him. It was constant association 
with Jesus that strengthened Peter’s love for the 
Master. The reason for Christ’s insistence upon Peter’s 
loving Him, according to our lesson, was because of the 
fact that he was about to leave the apostle for good. 
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Henceforth Peter would have to stand or fall on the 
basis of the depth or shallowness of his love for Jesus 
You know that the only time Peter denied his Lord was 
when his Lord was out of his sight. But how quickly 
Peter felt shame for his conduct on seeing the Lord 
Christians companying with Jesus are ever hearing the 
question, and answering it too, “Lovest thou Me2” 
Now answer these two arguments: “Sunday School is 
for children” (but what kind of children?), and “I’ve 
learned all there is to be learned at Sunday School.” 
Was Peter a child? Yet he needed the company of the 
Lord to hold him fast to an unwavering faith. Can < 
person ever learn all there is to be learned about Christ 
and the Christian religion? 


2. A second argument in going to Sunday School is 
that I am being influenced to do right as against wrong; 
to grow straight as over against crooked. Since it is 
human and natural to do wrong it goes without saying 
that we need to be propped up with the truth in order to 
do right and grow straight. On our street there is a row 
of elm trees that are crooked. There isn’t a straight 
tree in the lot. Why? Did they grow that way since 
being planted in front of our homes? They were not 
properly cared for by the nurseryman as saplings. Youtl 
who go wrong are in the large majority of cases not 
properly cared for through Sunday School instruction, 
home influence, etc. Experience proves out the fact 
that among the youth not attending Sunday School 
crime is rampant. In Allentown a Lutheran church, 
in the midst of a community that provided a few years 
ago a greater number of juvenile cases than any other 
section of the city, opened up a school of week-day in- 
struction in religion. As many as 600 children and 
youth of that community go to the church during week 
days on released time from the public schools. As a 
result that neighborhood has been rid almost entirely 
of juvenile delinquency, and the problem of crime has 
switched to another section of the city. 


3. A third argument for going to Sunday School 
is that I learn from Jesus to like all people. The fact 
that one stays away from Sunday School because of a 
dislike for a certain member of the class is proof of his 
or her not loving Jesus as they should. Did Jesus ever 
express a dislike for anybody? Isn’t Christianity built 
up on love? Why profess a faith in the principle of 
love if unwilling to practice it in the most extreme 
cases? Human nature inside the church is much like 
human nature outside of it, so by learning to be chari- 
table and tolerant within the church you are fitted to 
live in the world. 

4. Another argument is this: We of the teen age 
are given a chance to express a voluntary willingness to 
do something that we ought to do. You say that John 
or Mary don’t have to go to Sunday School, therefore 
you should not have to go. So you shouldn’t have to 
go. But you should want to go. Christ doesn’t have 
any place in His kingdom for “have to” or forced labor- 
ers, unless for those who are forced out of pure love to 
do His will. Only by the force of your love for Christ 
and His love for you should you go to Sunday School 
and attend to other religious duties. What is the second 
mile spirit referred to in Matthew 5? 

5. The final argument is in answer to the excuse 
of so many, “I’m too tired on Sunday to go to Sunday 
School.” Too tired! If so, for what reason? Is it an 
honest reason? Better be too tired to go to school on

Monday because of working hard for Jesus on Sunday, 
than to be too tired on account of excessive pleasures 
on Saturday night to go to Sunday School.

WHAT IS WRONG ABOUT CHEATING? 
Acts 5;1-11 


Read the story of Ananias and Sapphira. Answer 
these questions. Was it required of Ananias and Sap- 
phira that they give the entire amount they received 
from the sale of their possessions to the apostles? 
Would they have been guilty of theft had they told the 
apostles that they were giving only a part of all they had 
received? If you answer “no” to these two questions 
give your reasons for the apostles finding fault with 
Ananias and Sapphira. Did they not tell the apostles 
that they were giving the entire amount? Read the 
4th verse again. 

Now let us ask ourselves the question, ‘“What is 
wrong about cheating?” You are back in school, which 
fact makes it all the more timely that you should ask 
yourselves this question. 

1. Let us consider cheating in the light of God’s 
truth: Jesus, we are taught, came to earth to reveal to 
men the truth. There were men living in His day who 
were cheating their fellows out of the truth by with- 
holding it, just as Ananias and Sapphira withheld part of 
the price of their possessions. The Pharisees left the 
people under the impression that they were getting the 
whole truth. Against such teaching Jesus spoke out 
most vehemently. He wanted men to have the un- 
garbled truth concerning God and their relationship to 
Him. To hide the truth was cheating God. Cheating, 
therefore, is wrong because it is contrary to God’s truth. 

2. It is wrong because man must have a common 
understanding in order ‘to have dealings one with an- 
There must be a commonly accepted standard. 
Truth is that standard. A truthful man and a cheat 
cannot do business together. If we sell goods to one 
another by weight or by measure we must have scales 
and measures that are alike. 

3. Honor, good name, virtue and integrity are our 
divinely determined scales of morality and social rela- 
tions. Use any other humanly devised standards and 
you class yourself as a cheat. Youth cannot afford to 
cheat himself or his God by substituting any other 
standard than that set down by Jesus. 

4. Cheating is wrong because it finally results in 
defeating the goal you hope to gain through it. Yes, 
for instance, cheating may gét you by in an examination, 
but is that your ultimate goal in life? Is not school 
training intended to fit you for life outside and beyond 
the school walls? If you cheat in school, will you not 
likely be tempted to cheat once you are out of school? 
Cheating in an examination may fool the teacher, but it 
makes a fool out of you. 

5. One cannot cheat for long without being caught. 


And once a person is caught cheating his name becomes 


other. 
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a house-word of gossip and derision. Isn’t it better to 
have a good name than to slide through life as a cheat? 

6. A cheat cannot expect to have the confidence 
of his fellows. Friendship is a business. A business 
man cannot hope to build up a successful trade by cheat- 
ing. Neither can a lying person expect to have many 
friends, and none at all of any worth. 

7. Cheating is wrong too because it makes you 
suspicious of other people’s honesty and word. ‘There 
are folks in this world who are guided by the philosophy 
that ‘‘all men are cheats.’’ As a result they proceed on 
the theory that if they don’t get the other fellow, the 
other fellow will get them. Right now the world is 
sorely in need of confidence. The World War, hard 
times, bank failures, etc., have about destroyed the con- 
fidence of men in one another. President Hoover's 
plan to give the nations of the world a year’s vacation 
from financial obligations is most commendable, because 
it will go a long way in restoring confidence. 

8. Cheating begets other sins. Let a teacher catch 
a pupil cheating, and will the pupil usually admit his 
act? No. Rather will he try to lie out of it. But sup- 
posing a person is not caught cheating. Is he not tell- 
ing a lie just the same? Is he not Heing to himself? 
The worst harm that cheating does is done to the per- 
son who cheats. It makes of him a betrayer of self. 
Self-respect is gone, honor is gone. Without these two 
cardinal virtues a person is in a state of abject moral 
poverty. 

Discussion 

1. If I had to choose between the sneaking method 
of a cheat and the open act of a thief, I’d choose to do 
the latter. 

2. A cheat is like a snake in the sense that he 
crawls around under cover, and strikes without giving 
much or any warning. 

3. It is said that many venomous snakes die as a 
result of biting other life. So the cheat kills himself 
in the end.

IS “GETTING BY” ENOUGH? 
Proverbs 1:7; 10:14 

Suppose we first explain our first scripture refer- 
ence, Proverbs 1:7. It reads, “The fear of the Lord is 
the beginning of knowledge, but fools despise wisdom 
and instruction.” What is meant by “the fear of the 
Lord?” In Old Testament piety it means “reverential 
trust.’ Just how does trusting in God help a person 
seek after knowledge? Well, when a person knows God 
well enough to trust Him that person seeks to do God’s 
will. He realizes that God has endowed him with cer- 
tain gifts that must be developed. Once this connecton 
is made between man and his God, then man is at the 
starting point of knowledge. Whatever else man does 
relates itself to and depends upon the knowledge he has 
of God. Jesus said, “This is the will of Him that sent 
Me,” and “I am come to do the will of My Father.” 
You see Jesus Christ’s knowledge began with God and 
nothing would swerve Him from the pathway of service 
toward the end for which He came into the world. 
“Wist ye not that I must be about my Father’s busi- 
ness?” is the challenge that Jesus throws out to us. 
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Nothing less, nothing else, will satisfy God. Mombema 
true Christian, we cannot just “get by” with the medi- 
ocre. It must be our best, or nothing at all. 

On the other hand, the fool despises wisdom and 
instruction, because he knows not, let alone trusts, God. 
He feels no obligation is due God, so he spends his 
days in useless living. Though the fool may be a 
learned man, yet what knowledge he acquires is directed 
toward selfish and mean ends. Such men can get by in 
the world without a knowledge of God, but they won’t 
get by God. 

What is the kind of knowledge that is the result of 
fearing God? It is the type of knowledge that makes 
for the fullest use of self. The ten and five talented 
men, according to scripture, knew their Lord, conse- 
quently they doubled their respective talents. The one 
talented man did not know his Lord, although he 
thought him to be an austere man, and as a result he 
buried his talent away. Jesus said that “he came into 
the world that we might have life, and that we might 
have it more abundantly.” Who wants to get by with 
anything less than the abundant life Jesus makes pos- 
sible unto us all? 

With this starting point for hfe definitely fixed in 
our minds, let us consider a few practical thoughts in 
connection with daily experience. 


1. In school Jane plugs away at her lessons in 
order to obtain knowledge. She wants to learn. She 
seeks out information wherever and whenever pos- 
sible. Mary is satisfied to get passing grades. She only 
does what is required of her by the teacher, and then 
only well enough to get by. Both girls go to work. 
Jane gradually advances higher and higher in her job. 
Mary makes little progress. Do you think that the 
habits of both girls while at school are reflected in 
their jobs? 

2. Bill is careless about mowing the lawn. He 
doesn’t think anything of letting the edges untrimmed. 
He knows that if he does the job half that his father 
won't complain. Henry, when he cuts the lawn, does a 
real job of it, because he likes to see a well kept lawn. 
Which boy is headed somewhere? Was it required of 
us in our work to satisfy others, or our best selves? 

3. Two men lost both their legs. One man read- 
justs himself in his unfortunate plight-and becomes a 
producer of some useful article by his hands. The 
other resigns himself to his fate and becomes a public 
parasite. Or.one goes to an institution for the crippled, 
while the other begs on the street. Which of these two 
men is just getting by? For which do men have a high 
regard? Is getting by enough? 

4. Two men own houses which they rent out. One 
man keeps his homes in good repair and seeks to make 
his tenants comfortable, the same as he desires for him- 
self in his own home. The other neglects his homes 
and does not try to give his tenants the necessary com- 
forts and conveniences of a home. Which is the more 
considerate? Which is just getting by? 

5. Helen is careful about her manners, her dress 
and speech. She is deeply concerned about what others 
think of her. She is not trying to make an impression, 
merely wants to be an accepted member of her group. 
Martha is careless about how she acts around others. 
She doesn’t care what other people think of her. To 
some she leaves the impression that she is a “knock- 
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out.” Which is getting by for the moment? Which 
will get ahead in the end? Is getting by enough? 

6. Stucco is a composition of stone and cement. 
Homes are covered with it instead of with wood or 
brick. My home has a stucco finish. The job looked 
like a good one on the day I bought the house, but now 
it’s a mess. The builder got by all right, but I’m the 
goat. Is it likely that I'd buy another house from the 
same man? Might not my influence induce others not to 
deal with him? Did it pay that man to sell me a poorly 
stuccoed house? Is getting by enough? 

Things to Think About 

The unfortunate thing about “getting by” is 
you make the other fellow suffer. 

How like my house are some people, only stucco. 

If one gets by on one lie, does it go to say that 
he'll always bluff his way out of trouble? 

Is it worth the price to enjoy stolen wealth for a 
few years, only to spend the rest of life in prison? 

Does a broken down body compensate for a few

The Topic 

Leader: On September 28th we will be eleven years 
old. Our natal day dates from the time of the appoint- 
ment of an Intermediate Committee,in September, 1920. 
Prior to that time, and for many years, we were so 
mixed up with the Junior Department that no one rec- 
ognized us in our borrowed clothes. All the while, 
however, our friends were striving to rescue us from the 
cradle and put us on our feet. When finally this was 
accomplished we were told to get out and dig. So, for 
the past eleven years we have been digging our way 
deeper and deeper into the hearts of the Luther League. 

Leaguer: Today we occupy a strategic place in the 
movement of Lutheran youth under the name of the 
Luther League of America. More and more is the 
church coming to realize the potential possibilities in- 
herent in its teen age youth. For the purposes of 
leadership training the church is turning toward 15. 
We are more impressionable than at any other period 
of life. Decisions are made in the teen age that deter- 
mine life pretty much. So we see camps, conferences, 
schools, etc., springing up everywhere under church 
leadership and guidance. We should recognize our place 
in the life of the church and do everything in our power 
to rally to her call by giving ourselves to every worthy 
service she holds out to us. Furthermore, each of us 
should count it a high privilege to follow the teachings 
of our church and make of ourselves intelligent and 
capable leaders for the church of tomorrow. 

Leaguer: I see where there is plenty of work for us 
to do for the church as teen-agers through our organi- 
zation, and as individuals. The pastor oftimes has 
occasion to use us in various ways. Then too we wish 
that our church council would use us to take up the 
offering at the morning services. The girls like to sing, 
so a Junior choir could easily be organized from our 
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membership. Hymn books get out of order and need 
repair, why couldn’t we do that job as a regular thing? 

Leaguer: As an Intermediate organization 
the League we are making no mean contribution to the 
church. We contribute to missions and help our local 
church in many ways. Many of our teen age youth 
are catching the vision of service for Christ. They are 
filling up the ranks of the Senior Leagues as the age 
limit of many Seniors depletes the ranks. 

Leader: In order not to boast unduly of our im- 
portance suppose we prove our worth by now present- 
ing some talks by our members. These talks are to be 
not more than three minutes long. The list of assign- 
ments that I made in advance covers a running story 
of the Luther League organization. Let’s see what we 
can do.

Wouldn’t you like to step aboard a huge ocean 
liner in the harbor at New York and then for four days 
sail on the great Atlantic? That is what ail tia 
do who leave New York for a visit t5 one of the most 
imieresting isles in all the world. The name of that 
island is Porto Rico. And it is such a beautiful little 
land! Visitors never forget its palm trees, its mountains, 
its waterfalls and rivers. It is often spoken of as a land 
of unending summer. Truly, Porto Rico would be a 
wonderful place in which to live were it not for the fact 
that there are more people living there now tiian the 
little island can comfortably take care of. And when- 
ever you have a land overcrowded you have peccple 
who are underfed. There are many, many poor people 
on this isle of the sea. Often children must go all day 
with scarcely more than a bit of sugar cane to eat. And 
saddest of all many hundreds of these people do not 
yet know our Jesus. 

There is one thing about Porto Rico J know you 
will become excited about. Porto Rico is a land of 
Junior Luther Leagues! Of course I do not mean that 
all boys and girls belong to a Junior Luther League for 
there is a large section of this island which does not 
yet know our Church. But what I do mean is this: 
nearly every Lutheran Church on the island of Porto 
Rico has a Junior League! How proud it makes you 
feel to go from one church to another fe have the 
pastor say, “Yes, we have a Junior League”. 
you like to attend one of their meetings? Well, 1f you 
could speak or understand the Spanish language you 
would feel right at home at these meetings.

Helping Those Who Help Themselves 
(By Rev. Gustav K. Huf) 

In the last few years we have heard a great deal about 
Porto Rico. In September 1928 there was a very severe 
hurricane and the whole world learned about the little 
island and rushed to help her. Governor Theodore 
Roosevelt, Jr., the governor of the island has also done 
much to tell all in America about the of 
IPOGtORRACG: 

Porto Rico is an island of the West Indies separating 
the Caribbean Sea from the Atlantic Ocean. (Find it 
on the map. Perhaps one of the Juniors will draw it 
on the blackboard. At Reading we had a most novel 
map made by one of the Porto Rican Juniors. The out- 
line of the island was drawn on a piece of wood and on 
it were pasted bits of colored glass, a different color for 
each province. Could some of the Junior boys make a 
map like that?) EC 

The island is 1400 miles from New York, about a 
thousand miles from Florida, five hundred from Vene- 
zuela, South America, and a thousand miles from the 
Panama Canal. It is in a latitude five hundred miles 
south of Miami, Florida, and on an east and west line 
seventy-five miles south of Mexico City. The island is in 
the form of a parallelogram (find out what a parallelo- 
gram is) one hundred by thirty-five miles, with moun- 
tains rising as high as five thousand feet above the 
sea level. 

We call this lesson “Helping Those Who Help Them- 
selves”. We always try to help all those who need 
help. But it is an added joy when those we help re- 
spond and try also to help themselves. We therefore 
send these facts to the Lutheran Church in America that 
vou may know that the people of Porto Rico are helping 
in every way possible to help themselves. 

Porto Rico is mountainous, yet there is little idle 
land. The people use every bit of soil, even the steep 
mountain sides. The chief products are sugar cane, to- 
bacco, coffee and citrus fruits. 

Because of the large population unemployment is a 
big problem. The industries of the United States such 
as straw hats, linen suits, pearl buttons, handkerchiefs, 
and fancy needle work have been introduced and the 
Porto Ricans are thus learning to help themselves. 

In education they are also helping themselves. In 
thirty years the number of people who can neither read 
nor write has been reduced from eighty to forty per 
cent. There are rural schools, grammar schools, high 
schools, and the University of Porto Rico. 


needs 
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In the things of the Church the people also are 
helping themselves. Up until 1898 the Roman Catholic 
Church was entirely in control. Now the Gospel is 
preached to the people in their own language, Spanish; 
and more attend the Protestant services than the Roman 
Catholic. The people, though they are very poor, are 
faithful and loyal, and are trying hard to support their 
own churches. 

Here is an exampple: The chapel in the village of 
Higuillar was built by the Porto Ricans themselves. 
The workmen donated one day’s work out of every 
four. The chapel cost $1,000.00. Of this the Board paid 
$250, and the rest was given by the Lutheran Church in 
Porto Rico. 

Five years ago the people of Sion Lutheran Church, 
Bayamon, felt the need of a larger building to take care 
of the Sunday School of over three hundred. Some of 
these people earn but fifty cents a day, but a campaign 
was started and the money raised to start the work. 
An annex costing $1,100 was built; the Board paid half, 
the Porto Ricans the other half. 

When the United Lutheran Church in America raised 
four million dollars for the Ministerial Pensions Fund, 
of course the missions were not expected to give any- 
thing, But the church of Santisima Trinidad, at Baya- 
mon, with ninety members, pledged nine hundred dol- 
lars and are making payments. 

It used to be that when improvements were needed 
that the Board had to pay. Now the people are anxious 
to do all they possibly can do for themselves. 

Yes, the Porto Rico people are learning to help 
themselves and all the help we can give them is repaid 
by the work they do.

The Topic 
Very often it is said by Senior Leaguers, “if we 
only had better Devotional Meetings, we would have 


ings. 
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a bigger and better League”. If we expect to have 
‘better Senior Leagues, we, as Juniors, must learn how 
we can do our part to have better Leagues now and in i 
the future. In order to do this we must have more 
interesting meetings. Our Devotional Meetings usually 
consists of an opening service, the study of the topic 
and the closing. Today let us study how to lead the 
topics, divided into three parts, Prayer, Preparation, 
and Presentation. 

Prayer. Our Scripture reference says, “yea, if thou 
criest after knowledge and liftest up thy voice for under- 
standing”, that we will find it. Now we as Juniors 
know that we must pray to God for help. Without His 
help we can do nothing. If we are to lead the topics 
in Junior League we should ask God’s Divine Gudiance 
and help in our work. If we are to be the leader, we 
should pray to Him to help us bring the message of the 
topic to the other Juniors. If we do this as Juniors we 
will continue it as Intermediates and Seniors. Let us 
then have a heart to heart talk with God before we 
even attempt the second part of the study, which is 
the preparation. 


Preparation. If you are to lead the Junior League 
meeting how do you prepare for it? Although prayer 
is important, yet prayer without preparation is of no 
God is willing to answer our prayers, but we must 
Does preparation mean to begin to pre- 
pare our topics the Sunday of our meeting? No indeed? 
We should start at least two weeks in advance. During 
this time we can be gathering such material together 
which will fall in line with the topic, such as poems, 
clippings from Sunday School papers, The Lutheran, 
the Luther League Review. We can hunt stories, or 
Chalk Talk, or some special hymns, or some pictures 
which will fit in with the lesson. Each of us should 
lead the topic at some time, so these hints are meant 
for every member of the Junior League.

If the topic is a missionary lesson, the clippings, 
poems, hymns and all other parts of the program should 
be missionary, 


Read over carefully all the material, as well as the 
material in the Luther League Review and in the Junior 
Helper, and use just what applies to your own Junior 
League. Do not try to crowd too much into one topic. 
A short topic well prepared is worth more than a long 
one not prepared. 


Presentation. This is another long word, but I think 
most Juniors know what it means to present something 
to someone. Well, we mean to present a topic to the 
other Juniors—to tell them about the lesson in such a 
way that they will get some help and work from it. 


Perhaps we have prayed for help and prepared our 
topic. Now we must give it before the League in such 
a way that it will be interesting and helpful. 


The one leading the topic should try to get as many 
as possible to take part, by having a debate, a dialogue, 
questions and answers, short talks on the topic, reading 
of poems, or singing of special hymns that fit in? 


The leader must know the aim of the lesson. The 
first thing the leader should do in preparing should be 
to ask, “what is the lesson which this Topic teaches?” 
Then the leader must try to put it across so that 
everyone will go home from the meeting knowing just 
what it was all about, and get something from it.

Every topic should give us something to do. Each 
Topic has its lesson, and we should ask “now, we have 
learned about this, what can we do to help?” Often 
the leader can turn the meeting over to the superintend- 
ent at this point and she can tell the Juniors some way 
in which they can help the cause about which they have 
just learned. First study, then do. No topic is complete, 
no lesson learned until we have done something about it. 
Last week we heard about Porto Rico. We did not 
finish that topic until we voted to continue to help the 
work in Porto Rico in some way! 


Let us therefore remember in leading the topics, to 
ask God in our prayers to help us and give us knowl- 
edge in order that we can prepare the topic and present 
it in the very best way, so that every Junior in the meet- 
ing can get a lesson from the topic. 


And let each one of us when it comes our turn to 
lead the meeting, pray, prepare and present that topic 
in such a way that we may show others that we like 
Jesus when He was twelve years old are “about our 
Father’s business.”
